ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance

¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic.

¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is the southern portion of St Louis County. The geography of 
this area is defined by the intersection of two major highways (Interstates 270 and 
55) and the Mississippi and Meramec rivers at its southern and eastern borders. 


¢ Located in the South County Deanery, the geographic footprint of this planning 
area includes 14 territorial parishes and 8 elementary schools. Currently there are 
17 diocesan priests and 3 order priests assigned to the group. 


¢ Groups of parishes and church buildings are in close proximity. 
¢ The parishes in the Lemay area are within a few miles as are parishes in the 
northwest and south as defined by the highway intersections. 
¢ While the parishes to the southeast are close in terms of distance, travel is 
difficult between them due to the rivers and topography. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS AGING, BUT HAS A HIGH 
PERCENTAGE OF CATHOLICS 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 2% from 2010. 


The population is aging with the percent of the population 55 or older rising from 
28% in 2000 to 36% in 2020. 


33% of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 18% and the 2™ highest of any planning area. 


Median household income in the area is $71,095, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE IS DECLINING 


The eight elementary schools in this planning area have 2,107 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 6% from 5 years ago. All but 2 (St. Simon and 
St. Mark) have over 200 students. St. Justin is a stewardship school and charges 
no tuition. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries (all but 2 schools in 
this planning area are under 50%). 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 2,022. 


There are 1,030 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 33% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Mary Mother of the Church parish is one of the newer parishes in the Archdiocese, 
established in 1971 on the southern border of South County. The parish was 
established at a time when new parishes were not necessarily building Catholic 
schools, and is the largest parish in the Archdiocese never to have had a parish school. 
For years, the parish had a relationship with St. Simon parish and school and sent 
many parishioner children there even though St. Simon parish was not contiguous to 
Mary Mother of the Church. In 2021-22, only one parishioner child attends St. Simon 
school. When founded, the parish was staffed by the Redemptorists, who withdraw in 
1990 and the archdiocese assumed responsibility for the parish. The current church 
building is the original parish church that seats 450. The parish has 1150 households.

¢ There has been some household growth in the area, but little population growth 
because the area is aging. 


¢ The parish also aging as baptism are declining and less than funerals. PSR is also 
declining. 


¢ Parish is solid financial condition with growing reserves. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS STILL GROWING, VERY CATHOLIC, 
BUT IS AGING 


¢ There has been continued household growth in the area as there is 
some new home construction, but little population growth as household 
size has grown smaller. 


¢ The area is aging as the percent of the population that is over 55 has 
grown from 16% to 39% in the last three decades. 


¢ Median household income is $81,200 which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


* 36% of the resident population is Catholic which is well above the 
archdiocesan average of 18%. This is a very Catholic area.
